The WebSphere Voice Server (WVS) product is an appiication aeiver that supports the VoiceXML 
programming environment. VoiceXML is an industry standard programming language. Its goal is to 
provide programmers with a non-proprietary language that will allow them to create speech dnyert 
applications. The VofceXML language was also designed to integrate with existing WWW technologies for 
data access. 

The current WVS product does not allow a caller to call into a currently active VoiceXML session. This 
feature has many possible uses. One example, would be to let a supervisor listen in to a current 
application session. 

This invention describes a method that will allow a caller to enter a currently executing VoiceXML 
application session.

This invention solves the problem staled above by introducing a new concept into the current WVS 
product Basically, a voice browser application is flagged for this special mode of operation. This i$ 
accomplished by adding a special parameter to the telephony and media (TM) properties for the voice 
browser session. 

In the WVS product, the TM subsystem routes calls to available voice browsers based on the Dialed 
Number Wentificfttion Service (DNI8) dialed by the caller. When a subsequent call is received by the TM 
subsystem, it now looks to see if there is a voice browser session already In progress, that is accepting 
calls on this DNIS. H there Is a cun^ntly active voice browser session for that DNIS and that voice browser 
session has been configured to accept multiple simultaneous calls, the TM subsystem will route the call to 
the active browser. In this special case, of multiple simultaneous callers, the TM subsystem must pertonn 
additional management of the audio streams. 

The TM subsystem will 

1 . ) audio from the voice browser to the caller is sent to all end users 

2. ) audio from all end users is coalesced into a single stream that is then directed to the appropriate voice 
browser application.
